Th.* City of East Liverpool today 
faced a financial crisis that appar- 
’pt’v h* Id no prospect of immediate 
solution. 
The municipality is without funds 
for op'ratlng expenses and has no 
prospect of getting any unless some 
kind of a levy is voted outside the 
limitations. 
Levy Fate Doubtful 
And the fate of any passible levy 
proposal Is doubtful. At a meeting 
last ni lit city council turned thumbs 
down on a plan to levy 2.55 mills to 
raise money to operate the city. It 
was proposed to place the levy be- 
to e the p op e at a special election 
on March 4 Such an election would 
cost approximately $800. 
Three councilmen vot'd for the 
proposal, four voted against it. The 
latter declared they could see little 
use in approving a levy which would 
undoubtedly be swamped by pro- 
testing voters.

is 
the 
"clamping 
down” on delinquents. It is pointed 
out that the city has approximately 
$200.000 outstanding in delinquent 
taxes, which would easily clear the 
city debt, aside from its bonds, of 
$102,000.

NOW FOR THE INQUEST 
The fact that a presidential committee’s report on 
Industrial conditions during and after enforcement 
of the national recovery act has been buried is be 
lleved to be proof that the administration will not 
try to device a substitute for the act. 
T hat is not 
surprising 
Apparently the committee has verified 
popular Judgment that NRA, moribund even before 
the* supreme court ruled It unconstitutional, Is dead 
beyond recall, 
In due course of time historians will conduct an 
inquest. 
They probably will discover 
certain facts 
which now are concealed by misunderstanding. 
For 
instance, they will discover that NRA 
represented i 
daring experiment In state capitalism, that the Idea 
originated In the minds of some of the men who sub­ 
sequently opposed it most bitterly and 
that it really 
was made unacceptable by the ineffatigable energy 
of Gen. Hugh Johnson, who a* NRA administrator, 
disclosed what regimentation entailed. 
Historians will discover, also, that industrialists 
and businessmen were disturbed at the outset by 
the success of organized labor in making NRA seem 
an instrum ent designed for the particular benefit of 
labor organizations. 
W ithout the collective bargain­ 
ing section, the act would have commanded support 
which it never received. 
Much of the bitterness with 
which it was attacked before the supreme court set 
it aside was the result of disappointment on the 
part of those who believed Industry and business 
should be organized under the aegis erf government, 
but who were not prepared for the organization of 
labor under the same protection. 
All in all, historians should have as much fun with 
NRA as archeologists get out of excavating in the 
ruins of Reine. 
The historians will discover things 
about the United States durtng the third decade of 
the 
20th century that the inhabitants didn’t know 
about themselves.
